T  regret  very  much  that  I  do  not  have  the  information  de¬ 
sired  concerning  the  Middle-class  men  who  were  preaching  iifi  the  far  West 
during  the  summer  of  1870.  Only  Jasiah  Welch  and  I  went  west  for  that 
summer  from  Princeton.  We  went  out  under  commission  from  Dr.Musgrave  of 
the  old  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  reported  to  you  at  Council  Bluffs* 
May  18,1870,  and  you  sent  Welch  to  West  Point,  Neb.,  and  directed  me  to 
spend  the  summer  5  miles  east  of  Council  Bluffs  at  Hazel  Dell  as  a  cen¬ 


tre,  and 
I  owa . 


from  thence  to  hunt  up  the  Presbyterians  of  Pottawattamie  County, 
In  August  you  and  Mr. Carroll  organized  a  new  church  out  there  at 


Hazel  Dell;  you  also  went  up  to  West  Point  and  organized  a  church  there. 

When  I  was  through  at  Hazel  Dell,  I  went  over  into  Nebraska,  and 
visited  Welch  for  three  days,  and  we  then  returned  together  to  our  east¬ 
ern  homes.  Henry  Gage  was  that  summer  up  at  Logan,  and  I  think  A.M. 
Barley  Chicago  Seminary  was  somewhere  out  there  roaming  the  prairies; 
and  my  impression  is  that  Thomas  A. Shaver  of  Allegheny  Seminary  was  out 
in  Nebraska  somewhere.  I  only  wish  that  I  could  give  you  more  informa¬ 
tion.

I  shall  telegraph  to-day  that  I  can  arrange  through  H, 
Liebes&  Co.  to  deliver  deers  at  Pt.  Clarence  from  200-300  at  $35, 
from  30  0  -  400  at  $30,  400  &  more  at  $25.  You  are  familiar  with 
the  cost  of  buying  and  transporting  these  animals  and  understand 
uUa.t  circums  tances ,  as  e.g.  a  big  death  rate  of  deers  in  Siberia, 
a.re  ctp t  to  interfere  with  successful  buying,  when  our  expenses 
would  remain  the  same.  I  shall  of  course  endeavor  to  buy  and  to 
deliver  as  many  as  possible  and  our  intention  is  to  build  up  the 
business  by  wording  on  lines  as  outlined  to  you  in  "suggestions," 
which  I  had  the  honor  to  forward  on  Jan.  14th.  We  expect  to  cover 
the  section  of  Siberia  from  Indian  Point  to  Cape  Serdze  and  west 
cis  iar  as  tne  ice  will  permit  and  want  an  exclusive  contract  to  buy 
deers  for  the  Government  in  this  part  of  the  country.  Rival  trad¬ 
ing  and  intermeddling  would  unnecessarily  raise  the  cost  prices  of 
deers  and  not  procure  any  more. 

Tiie  prices  will  no  doubt  strike  you  as  very  reasonable, 
as  the  meat  Vaxiie  Oi  these  animals  with  the  increasing  population 
at  Golovin  Bay  and  St.  Michaels  is  in  excess  of  this.  A  local

firm  with  considerable  interest  at  these  places  stands  ready  to 
handle  deers  to  sell  the  meat  to  miners  etc.  during  v/inter. 

I  have  had  already  occasion  to  write  that  personally  I 
'take  an  enthusiastic  interest  in  the  building  up  of  the  Reindeer- 
industry  in  Alaska,  and  having,  so  to  speak,  gained  my  experience 
at  the  cost  of  the  U.  S.  Government  I  should  prefer  to  utilize  it 
in  behalf  of  the  U.  S.  Government. 

We  should  like  to  have  contract  .also  to  furnish  the  De¬ 
partment  at  current  prices  with  all  deerskins,  native  boots  and 
clothings  it  needs  for  its  numerous  Alaskan  employees  and  also, 
wheresoever  possible,  to  have  the  carrying  up  of  relief  supplies 
to  its  northern  stations  and  schools.

You  are  not  uninformed  about  this  beautiful  Island,  naturally  so  rich  in  possibilities,  nor 
do  you  fail  of  interest  in  its  people,  or  to  share  in  the  desire,  natural  to  Americans ,  that  as  speedily  as 
possible  their  ideas,  customs,  laws  an  insttutions  may  become  like  those  in  the  states.  The  current  of 
history,  like  the  ocean, currents  which  sweep  around  the  Island,  have  finally  separated  its  people,  from 
their  Eu  ropea  n  or  Span  ish  allegiance  and  joined  them  to  A  merica.  The  agency  which  is  to  perfect  this 
separation  and  prepare  the  way  for  all  that  is  American,  is  education.  The  old  will  assimilate  slowly, 
some  reluctantly,  the  young  rapidly  and  hopefully.  Could  you  study  with  me  the  complicated  problems ? 
and  meet  the  people  with  me  daily,  I  have  no  doubt  you  would  share  fully,  my  intense  interest  in  plans  for 
their  learning  the  English  language,  and  in  all  the  many  ways  in  which  they  are  to  be  icon  to  know 
enjoy  &  love  our  free  institutions.  Think  how  Spanish  oppression  tried  to  separate  them  from  America 
and  its  history,  and  imprison  them  in  all  that  is  Spanish  socially,  commercially  politically,  educatio¬ 
nally  and  religiously,  and  consider  in  how  many  ways,  by  American  books ,  maps,  pictures  of  persons 
and  scenes,  patriotic  songs  stereopticon  lectures  and  improved  aids  to  instruction,  the  marvellous  transfor¬ 
mation  is  to  be  acomplished  most  speedily  and  take  into  acount  the  fact  that  there  arc  no  school  houses f 
that  not  more  than  twenty  persons  oat  of  a  hundred  can  read  and  write,  not  more  than  one  in  five  of  the 
children  of  school  age  receive  instruction  and  that  not  one  in  four  of  those  in  school  are  able  to  buy  textbooks 
and  you  will  have  some  notion  of  the  problems  which  demand  my  attention  I  may  frankly  confess  that 
had  1  not  had  the  experience  and  observation  of  the  last  forty  years,  in  dealing  width  the  uplift  of  the  negro 
and  the  Indian,  and  improving  state  &  city  systems  and  methods  of  training  and  had  I  not  been  called 
in  so  many  ways  as  U  S.  Com,  of  education,  to  counsel  in  the  revolution  of  education  of  Japan,  the  south 
American  States,  and  the  Danish  and  English  Colonial  systems,  I  should  not  have  dared  venture  to 
undertake  these  responsibilities.  The  call  seemed  Providential  and  imperative  and  moreover  what  is  done 
in  Porto  Rico  must  become  initiative  for  Cuba  and  the  Phillipines  But  overtaxed  &  absorbed,  as  I  am 
here,  I  cannot  forget  Sheldon  Jackson  college  Instead  of  losing  my  interest  in  that  I  find  all  these 
questions  and  conditions  here,  emphasizing  its  importance.  I  see  in  a  new  ligh  t,  how  important  it  is  that 
every  good  home  influence  be  conserved  and  every  evil  one  there  removed  or  overcome,  that  there  may  be 
wisdom  &  harmoning  there  for  the  wiset  direction  of  affairs  here.  When  I  began  to  work,  for  Sheldon 
Jackson  college,  only  a  few  of  the  best  people  appeared  to  agree  with  me.  The  pulpit  &  the  religious 
press  were  reluctant  to  deal  with  the  question.  The  belief  was  general  that  statehood  had  cured  the  evils 
of  Mormonism,  but  the  two  thousand  Mormon  missionaries  abroad,  sixty  three  thousand  additions  to 
their  followers,  and  f  inally,  the  election  of  Air.  Roberts  to  the  national  House  of  representatives  left  no 
doubt  that  Mormonism  only  stooped  to  conquer,  and  having  icon  the  great  advantages  of  stateood  is 
ready  to  use  them  for  the  destruction  of  our  patriotism  and  piety,  and  as  my  mind  rises  occasionally  from 
the  serious  consequences  of  these  tasks  here,  the  question  comes  over  me  with  no  little  fear  of  what  the 
answer  may  be.  Will  the  good  people  of  the  U.  8.  so  forget  the  righteous  indignation  of  the  moment  as  not 
to  remember  that  religions  education  is  the  only  sure  Ik  final  preventive  of  the  deceptive  evils  of  Mormonism! 
Will  they  fail  to  give  the  money  necessary  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  college  or  the  amount  needed 
this  season  to  erect  the  building  necessary  next  autumn  for  its  classes  f  The  state  spends  $21)0,001)  for 
buildings  for  its  University  under  Mormon  control,  and  the  catholics  over  the  way  are  preparing  to 
open  anew  building  for  their  use  in  September.  It  is  out  of  thoughts  and  feelings  of  this  character, 
that  I  make  this  appeal  and  address  it  to  you  personally.  Shall  not  this  purpose  have  your  prayers  &

My  dear  Sir:- 

I  wonder  if  you  can  at  little  cost  of  time  and 
strength  tel.L  me  the  steps  by  which  St.  Lawrence  Island  was  secured,  and 
in  whom  the  title  is  vested.  I  know  the  exact  circumstances  under  which 
I  promised,  if  you  could  get  Mrs.  Shepherd  to  give  one-half  of  the  $2,50q, 
I  would  the  other.  It  was  after  the  last  one  of  the  three  times  you  had 
brought  the  great  need  of  that  Island  before  the  East  Liberty  Church,  this 
time  with  the  help  of  stereopticon  views,  and  I  had  told  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Kum- 
ler  that  I  would  give  one-half  (or  two- thirds)  if  they  would  as  a  church 

'Y 

undertake  the  purchase  of  the  Mission  Station,  and  they  "did  not  see  how 
they  could  possibly  as  a  church  do  so".  I  recall  your  dejected  look  as 
we  all  sat  in  the  library  after  returning  from  the  church,  when  there  had 
not  even  been  hospitality  offered  to  the  speaker.  (Is  entertain¬ 

ing  possible  angels  a  thing  out  of  date,  except  by  old  fogies?) 

I  am  particularly  anxious  to  know  just  the  medium  by  which  our  money 
was  transferred  to  the  Episcopalian  Society,  and  to.  what  body  the  title 
wqs  made  over.

I  am  gt*r«  you  will  fee  glad  to  Hoar  from  ray  field  -  Its 
"lights  and  shades"  and  as  I  have  so  many  things  to  communicate,  I 
take  a  large  sheet  and  if  too  long  to  read  at  one  sitting,  you  can 
take  it  by  sections  at  leisure.  Let  me  bring  the  shades  to  the 
front  then  the  lights  may  appear  to  better  advantage.  If  you  have 
te&d  the  "Assembly  Herald"  for  March,  you  have  seen  a  letter  sent 
by  me  to  Br.  E.  Tf.  White.  I  ma y  new  say  that  according  to  my 
plana,  I  had  si’ fficient  to  complete  the  Church  at  Casa-Grande ,  but 
ay  contractor  on  examination  found  that  the  rustic  taken  from  the 
Ice  House  was  so  cracked  and  crippled  at  the  edges  by  removing  that 
but  little  could  bo  used  except  on  the  roar  of  the  edifice.  The 
shingles  also  were  worn  badly  and  only  a  few  could  be  used  so  we 
had  to  get  nearly  all  hew  lumber  and  shingles.  The  extras  in  this 
line  and  the  rock  and  laying  the  foundation  have  so  far  exceeded 
my  estimates, (although  Share  economised  as  far  as  expedient)  that 
I  shall  have  to  secure  at  least  §400  to  complete  the  building  and 
secure  this  amount  necessary  from  the  Board  of  Church  Erection.  Can 
you  in  any  way  among  your  select  friends  help  me  to  a  part  of  this? 

As  you  knot?  we  secured  the  #20,000  appropriation  from 
Congress,  and  Mr,  A.  P.  Bavis  and  Mr.  C.  o.  Babb  are  hard  at  work 
with  two  diamond  drills  and  two  seta  of  aon  testing  different  points 
to  erect  the  much  desired  Reservoir.  They  have  met  with  several 
obstacles  from  depth  of  water  and  rock  bed  and  soft  rock  bed*  but 
are  hopeful  of  finding  an  eligible  point  for  the  front  of  the  dam. 
At  this  writing  nothing  definite  appears,  but  no  pains  will  be 
spared  to  obtain  a  solution  of  the  object  sought.

Cook  has  in  his  Mother  Church-organized  10  years  aa> 
at  Balaton  with  16  members  and  on©  Ruling  cider,  with  ita  four 
b ranch ss  g\  3r  700  members!  Who  can  estimate  the  value  cf  the  life 
of  such  a  Missionary  and  the  influence  exerted  on  this  people  in 
the  28  and  more  years  of  service?
